company. 
About $10 of the stolen mon­ 
ey belonged to the postoffice depart­ 
ment. 
There was some change iii a money 
drawer gear the safe, but this was not 
touched, and it is supposed that as soon 
as the safe was blown the robbers has­ 
tened 
away without 
making further 
search for money. 
So far as known 
none of the stock in the store was taken. 
The theft was not discovered until 
this morning when the store was opened.

The robbery seems to be one of a 
series which have occurred the past 
few days in this part of the State.

Surm ounted Great Disadv antages Before 
Becoming President. 
“ In spite of all that liis enemies and 
prejudiced critics hav e said,” continued 
Col. Hughes, "I m aintain tha t Andrew 
Johnson w as one of the greatest men 
America has produced, and that com­ 
ing historians will aw ard him a place 
among the highest. 
"IJe could barely read when he took a 
wife, the tradition says. At all ev ents, 
his education was meager in the extreme 
and yet he built himself up in the face 
of the fiercest opposition. Poor, of hum ­ 
ble origin, following the v illage tailor’s 
t%ade. looked down upon by the haughty, 
slav e-holding aristocrats, A ndrew Jo hn ­ 
son, in face of all these difficulties, went 
to the Legislature, to Congress, to the 
United States Senate, to the guberna­ 
torial seat, to the v ice presidency of 
the United States and afterw ard to the 
white house through the tragedy of that 
fatal night at F o rd ’s old theater. 
"I knew him well and today I lov e his 
memory. I was with him in his spectac­ 
ular race for the United States Senate 
in 1870, when he was beaten by only I 
v ote by H enry Cooper, who got tlie sup­ 
port of his 
brother, 
Edm und, 
former 
priv ate secretary of Mr. Johnson, and 
who, by all laws of gratitude, should 
hav e remained loyal to his benefactor. 
L ater he ran for Congr.ess as an inde­ 
pendent Democrat in a most exciting 
three-cornered race, his opponents be­ 
ing Gen. F rank C heatham , the flashing 
Confederate chieftain and regular Demo­ 
cratic nominee, and Horace M aynard, the 
Republican candidate. M aynard won, re­ 
ceiv ing 80,000 v otes, C heatham 60,000 
and Johnson 40,000. 
"In 1874 he was still v irile and a m ­ 
bitious and once more a senatorial candi­ 
date. 
This time fortune was with him, 
but he got the prize only by tlie narrow 
plurality of 1 v ote, as he had before been 
beaten by that slender margin. He was 
the only man in the history of the 
coun­ 
try who was ev er sent to the United 
State Senate after 
hav ing 
tilled 
the 
presidential office; but he was destined to 
stay but a brief time in the arena where 
he had once been the 
only 
southern 
senator who refused to walk out of the 
cham ber when secession summoned. He 
took his seat in March, 1875, and died 
the following Ju ly."—Baltim ore A m eri­ 
can.

T he yellow-feathered canary, with its 
shrill v oice, will soon be a bird of the past. 
T he bird of the future m ust hav e the 
v oice of a nightingale. 
Breeders hav e also ev olv ed a black- 
coated breed, iu place of the familiar 
yellow' bird. 
At the international cage-bird show at 
the Crystal palace recently these cauary* 
nightingales monopolized 
all 
attention. 
Also the new black canaries made thenr 
first appearance in public. 
In conv ersation with the Daily M ir­ 
ror recently. Charles Baehl, a large ex­ 
hibitor at Sydenham, gav e an interest­ 
ing account of the efforts m ade to in­ 
duce canaries to sing. 
“ It is the sudden discov ery that the 
lowest note on the w’ater organ (the in­ 
strum ent in general use for training the 
v oices of singing birds) bears a rem ark­ 
able remembiauoe to the melting liquids 
of the nightingale,” he explained, “ that 
has caused the flutter. 
“Canaries could be induced to copy the 
other notes of the organ readily enough,” 
he continued, "but it was alw ays diffi­ 
cult to teach them this last one.

whole district of the Yal d'Arno and be­ 
tween S a l f i u o and I’ian di Sco the en­ 
tire neighborhood is giv en ui) to the culti­ 
v ation of v ines, oliv es and iris. 
“ Indian corn, w heat and millet find a 
place; but wine, oil and orris root are 
the three commercial industries. 
P e r­ 
golas of v ines stretch along us far as the 
eye can see; v ines with clusters of pur­ 
ple or white grapes, oliv es laden w ith 
.green berries, and under them and be­ 
tween them little plantations of iris dal- 
matiea. 
“The ins. or giaggolo, as it is called iti 
Italy, is planted thinly and allowed to 
grow’ for three years, when the roots are 
dug up and tied in big bundles. 
These 
are then prepared. 
Nearly the whole of 
the tuberous root is cut off. leav ing only 
a tiny bit with fibers in order that the 
plant may grow when replanted, as it 
is at once for another three years of 
peace. 
“ The tubers are then thrown into big 
basins of water, and the whole family of 
the contadine, or peasant, sitting on the 
doorstep of their house or under the per­ 
golas in the shade of the v ines begins 
the business of peeling them prev ious to 
their being dried 
iu the sun for the 
m arket. 
Ev erybody is busy with the 
small sickle shaped kniv es trimming tlie 
iris root. 
In its fresh condition it is 
sold for about 20 centimes the kilo, about 
2 cents a pound. 
But after a few days 
exposure to the brilliant Italian sunshine 
on large wicker work trays its loses two- 
thirds of its weight and is sold to the 
wholesale m erchants at 9 cents a pound.”

COCOANUT OIL. 


Very Valuable and Is Used for Making 
Soap and Lubricating Machinery. 
Arminio Hneberle of Manzanillo, M ex­ 
ico, believ es there is a great fu tu re lie- 
fore that section of his country in the 
growing of cocoanuts and their conv er­ 
sion into articles of commerce. 
He said: 
"T he eoquito (the little cocoanut) grows 
wild and a v aluable oil is extracted from 
it. 
It is a small nut, about 4 inches 
in circumference and produces oil for 
the m aking of soap, lubricating m achin­ 
ery and for illuminating purposes. 
At 
present there are only 
a 
few 
small 
plants for the extracting of the oil and I 
believ e the establishm ent of u large plant 
which 
would 
produce 
oil 
for export 
w’ouid be a paying v enture. 
“T he method employed in m aking this 
oil is as follows: A fter the nut it ready 
for the market, the m eat of the nut is 
toasted and then ground between mill­ 
stones turned by horsepower. It is then 
throw n into a kettle of boiling w ater and 
the oil skim pied off the top. L ast year 
about 4<M> tons of this oil was produced 
and brought in the present limited m a r­ 
ket about $70 per ton. 
All of the work 
is at present done by hand. 
M achinery 
is needed for remov ing the outer hull 
of the nut and modern methods of ex­ 
tracting the oil from the m eat..”

Mr. Htudenmann presumes that Moses 
gained his knowledge of electricity from 
the Egyptian« .

engineers is one recently adv anced by an 
archaeologist—-that they must hav e had 
electric lights because their underground 
temples show no traces of smoke.

brother, Prince Arthur of Connaught. 
It 
is in pursuance of this latest project that 
Princess Victoria Louise will accompany 
lier mother to the English court in the 
spring. 
A significant circumstance, in view of 
the rumor that the Kaiser contemplates 
moving for a matrimonial alliance be­ 
tween his daughter, Princess

Grief of Boys Who Accidentally Killed 
Their Mother. 
“Johnnie” Brady, 9 years old, who ac­ 
cidentally shot and killed his mother, 
spent a whole day in St. Luke’s Catholic 
church in East 138th street praying for 
the repose of her soul. 
On either side 
of him, also bowed in prayer, were bls 
father and his brother, William, only 2 
years older than himself. 
The latter, 
in a measure, shared the responsibility 
for the mother’s death with his younger 
brother, for he had taken the forbidden 
pistol from the shelf where the father 
kept it. 
’l'lie boys were arrested directly 
after the shooting and taken to the Alex­ 
ander avenue police station, where they 
were paroled in the custody of their fa­ 
ther pending the inquest.

mother, and is now being cared for by 
Mrs. Sidney Stock, who lives in the 
rooms below the Bradys’ flat, the grief- 
stricken fa tiler and the two little boys 
took their way to St. Luke’s. “If I could 
only tell her that I didn’t mean to do It,” 
said the boy, over and over again, “I 
wouldn’t feel so bad. 
Do you think she 
knows?” There is nothing hut grief aud 
sorrow 
for 
the 
whole 
Brady 
family 
throughout the neighborhood. Even the 
police, when they drew the story of the

Tell the child that he is bad, and you 
sow weeds in his mind, and it is prac­ 
tically impossible to find a child th at has 
not been burdened in this w ay nearly 
every day of his youthful existence. W e 
may, therefore, not express surprise th a t 
there are so m any things in the world 
th a t are undesirable. 
On the other hand, 
we m ay justly express surprise that we 
all are as good as we are. 
No child is 
really bad. 
lf its actions are wrong, 
the cause is usually very superficial, aud 
can be readily changed. 
The demand for great men and wom­ 
en is becoming larger and stronger every 
day. 
Therefore, everybody should be 
given the fullest opportunity to supply 
this demand, and no obstacle w hatever 
should be placed in the way. 
Every 
child coming into the world has the right 
to become as much and achieve as much 
as the very best opportunities will per­ 
mit. 
To be just to every child, this sub­ 
ject of properly impressing and build­ 
ing the mind of a child should be well 
considered. 
T he proper training or a child is a 
very large study, but its busis may be 
found in a few fundam ental principles, 
and tile scientific application of these 
principles in daily conversation with chil­ 
dren will bring about most rem arkable 
results. 
One of the first essentials is to 
surround the child with intelligence, and 
the ideal expression of th a t intelligence 
in all 
ever be placed iii the care of an ignorant 
or uncultured nurse. 
T he future of the 
child is entirely 
too im portant to be 
neglected iii this manner. 
The mind of 
a child is very much like a clean slate; 
anything can be written thereon, but no 
one should have the opportunity to write 
that does not have the intellect to write 
what is true and beneficial. 
The aver­ 
age child is quite receptive to everything 
with which it may come in contact, and 
is influenced extensively by its environ­ 
ment aud by those people with whom it 
associates the most.—Selected.

Success w ith Fish. 
" if anybody comes to me and w ants 
to Know’ how to ax up an aquarium ,” 
said JL. B. Spencer, who has charge of 
the experimental laboratory on the roof 
ut the New York aquarium in Battery 
park, “ tile first thing I tell tiiem is to 
have fewer fish aud more water, because 
th a t’s the m istake everybody 
makes— 
crowding in fishes where they c a n ’t live.” 
"Then i say, gee a large, straight 
sided glass ja r —not a globe. 
A globe 
hasn’t enough air surface, an d that's the 
main tiling. 
P u t gravel or sand in the 
bottom- -we like gruvel best because we 
eau get it easier—aud put in your right 
proportion of plant aud animal matter. 
“ W h a t is the right proportion? Well, 
th a t’s w hat we're figuring out here most 
of the time. 
Enough plants to give out 
the oxygen the fish are going to use up 
and about eight gallons of w ater to four 
little fish, 
i t is alw ays safe to take 
more w ater and plants than you think 
you need, and less fish. 
Now, this little 
fellow here has been living iii this tank 
for fifteen years or more, without once 
enjoying a change of water. 
T h a t’s be­ 
cause tile plants kept the w ater clean 
and supplied tile oxygen, and because I 
was very careful about keeping out any 
decayed matter. 
“ You 
need 
light, 
too, 
to 
keep the 
plants which supply the oxygen, but di­ 
rect sunlight isn’t necessary. 
Duckweed 
is sometimes used as a floating plant on 
the surface, and then there’s fontinalis 
and si.gttaria for fresh water, and all 
Kinds of seaweed for salt w ater fishes." 
Mr. Spencer says he doesn’t care much 
about 
goldfish, 
and 
the 
only 
reason 
they’re used so commonly by people who 
have aquaria of their own is that they 
are easy to get and make a good showing, 
“ But they’re stupid.” said Mr. Spen­ 
cer. 
“ Fancy fish aren ’t ever worth any­ 
thing. 
T hey’ve been bred for genera­ 
tions by the Japanese, who succeeded in 
m aking this glittering creature out of a 
plain fork-tailed fish.

I d rather pay $3 for a para­ 
dise fish than have all the goldfish in 
tin* world given to me.”

In the Days of Lent; 
About Dancing and Giving Dinners. 
These are days of Lent, w hen—ac­ 
cording 
to 
definition—prayer, 
fasting, 
m editation and good works should pre­ 
vail, but perhaps the more modern aud 
m aterial world of today (and how m ate­ 
rial we are, to be sure), places a different 
construction upon the time honored fo r­ 
mula. 
In society, at least, L ent seems to 
have a different meaning now from w hat 
it had even a few years ago, and 
I 
leave the churches out of the question, 
for their regulations, I believe, have not 
changed. 
Very few people fast, arid only 
those who are engaged in spiritual works 
grasp the distinction between going al­ 
most altogether w ithout food and only 
abstaining from m eat twice or 
three 
times a week. 
F a stin g was wont to m ean the eating 
of only one full meal a (lay, which in 
ancient tim es w as done at midday, and 
the two light refections allowed—one in 
the morning, the other in the e v e n in g - 
corresponded to breakfast and supper. 
On veritable fast days, such as W ednes­ 
days, F ridays and lim ber days, no meat 
could be eaten, and on other occasions 
one could not have both m eat and fish at 
the same meal. 
This rule is still ob­ 
served in convents and religious com­ 
munities—indeed by clerics generally in 
the denominations where fasting and a b ­ 
stinence a re practiced—but otherwise is 
little regarded. 
On the other hand it is now som ew hat 
of a fad. especially with those who are 
anxious to bring down their avoirdupois, 
to help rheum atism or to correct some 
other real or im aginary ailment, to live 
on skim milk and baked apples, or on a 
vegetable diet, with little m eat. W e have 
not yet reached the sackcloth and ashes 
stage, but so m any of us go in training 
for various reasons th a t we do not see 
the bardship in fasting which w as so 
dreadful to our ancestors, and w e have 
a little habit of getting aw ny from town 
in M arch to disport in raim ent of light 
texture somewhere in a tropic land, 
It is considered bad form—I am treat­ 
ing this entirely from a worldly point of 
view’—to dance in Lent, so that in this 
respect the season has come to an abrupt 
end. 
B u t for those who rem ain in town, 
in addition to dinners in plenty—there 
are musicales, bridge, and this year roller 
skating and dear old badminton. 
F o r 
some inexplicable reason the opera and 
tile theater do not seem to come under 
tho ban of worldly am usem ents. 
They 
did iii the last century, when Roman 
Catholics and High Church Episcopali­ 
ans would never go to either from Ash 
W ednesday to blaster Monday, but there 
are only a few’ who remain faithful to 
these ideas iii this age. 
l a giving dinners it is well to rem em ­ 
ber to arrange as near as possible not to 
have a m ixture of fish and meat when 
you have guests who keep Lent, nor, un­ 
less extremely informally, it is well to 
ask such to dine with you on W ednes­ 
days and Fridays. 
T he first course is 
always 
puzzling—I 
mean 
the 
hors 
d ’oeuvres. 
You must not have oysters or 
caviar, or crab canapes, if you are go­ 
ing to have a m eat dinner. 
It is also 
difficult to skip a fish course, but after 
all your abstaining friends need not par­ 
take if they arc to have m eat to follow’. 
As I have said before, there are so many 
people who eat very little on account of 
dietary reasons, that no one pays any a t­ 
tention as to w hether a guest accepts or 
refuses a proffered dish, and then I be­ 
lieve that just a t present there are some 
faddists w ho are protesting against the 
high price of m eat by refusing to partake 
of it at alb—Vogue.

W inter Recipes. 
Mince M eat, Large Rule.—Allow to 
three pounds tender chopped lean boiled 
or 
roamed 
beef 
six 
pounds 
coarsely 
chopped apples (Spitzenbergs or green­ 
ings preferred), two-thirds of a psuud of 


butter, one and one-third pounds of suet 
chopped tine and 
freed 
from 
strings, 
four pounds sugar, four pounds seeded 
raisins, three pounds currants washed 
and dried, three pints sweet cider and 
three pints boiled cider, one q u a rt of the 
stock in which beef has boiletl, six heap­ 
ing 
teaspoonfuls 
cinnamon, 
four 
tea­ 
spoonfuls cloves, two tablespoonfuls salt, 
one pint molasses, a teaspoonful pepper, 
half a pound shredded citron, tile same 
quantity candied orange and lemon peel, 
mixed, and three pints jelly or juice of 
preserves. 
Boil half an hour or long 
enough to scald through, thoroughly pack 
iii stone jars or glass cans and set us-ide 
in a cool place. 
W hen ready to use scat­ 
ter a few whole raisins on top of each 
pie and if not quite moist enough add a 
little more cider, fruit juice cr even cold 
tea or coffee. 
E ven ferm ented juices 
have their use in mincemeat, us the alco­ 
hol evaporates in the cooking. 
P r u n e s 
chopped, may be used in place of so 
m any raisins. 
T he beef should be cooked 
all day, or until perfectly tender, and the 
stock in which it is cooked reduced to a 
jelly-like consistency. 
Let the beef cool 
over night in the stock in which it has 
been cooked. 
T his m incem eat 
should 
stand several days to ripen before m ak­ 
ing into pies. 
Other additions for mince 
pies th a t are specialties w ith 
certain 
families are quinces, three to every four 
pounds of beef; blanched and chopped 
almonds and almonds and almond or lem­ 
on extract. 
Any left overs from th* 
fall’s preserving in the shape of sweet 
pickle sirup, 
fruit juices, 
jellies that 
wouldn’t jell or those that nave begun 
to work can go into the m incem eat jar. 
enhancing the value of its contents, 
lf 
you have a good cellar with ample stor­ 
age room it is best to put up enough 
mincem eat to Inst the w inter; but in the 
contracted q u a r t e r s of the modern ap art­ 
m ent house a small quantity a t a time 
m ust ruff!ce. 
H ere are rules for both 
the large and smaller quantities: 
M incemeat 
in 
Small 
Q uantities.—A 
simple rule for m aking mincemeat by 
m easure calls for a pint bowl of well 
cooked beef chopped to the finest mince 
and measured ofter chopping, tw o bowls 
of tart apples chopped into coarse bits 
and a half bowl chopped suet. 
Add to 
this a pound seeded raisins also chopped. 
a pound currants, a quarter of a pound 
of citron rut in thin slices, a tablespoon 
ful each powdered cinnamon, cloves and 
nutmeg. 
Use enough sweet 
eider 
to 
m ake moist, then add a bow! of sugar 
and 
an even teaspoonful salt. 
Scald 
well and put aw ny in a stone jar. 
'When 
you m ake the pies add a few’ whole rai­ 
sins, chopped nu t meat or any jelly you 
have on hand.

inoculation

tumor, this resistance can be heightened 
by repeated doses, and in a considerable 
proportion of cases imm unity 
can 
be 
raised to n point which will bring about 
a cure. “As we strongly urged the leg­ 
islature in our eighth and ninth annual 
reports, the lim e lins come when we 
should 
begin 
experim entation 
with 
hum an beings. 
To do this it is necessary 
th a t a num ber of patients should
